^ Propagandists, said Mr. Young, 
arc opposing the 
mechanization 


of the farm by asking 
just

question: 
"What will become of 
the millions of men who will

displaced by machines?" 


Mr. Young's reply is: Mechaniza- 


tion will cut down on farm jobs, 
but it won't increase 
unemploy- 
ment — for the process is so slow 
that displaced farm workers will 
be absorbed in other jobs. 
I think Mr. Young could have 


fione further, and have been still 
<f;nore specific .Actually, the record 
of mechanization — whether 
in 


town or on the farm — is one of 
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increased, not 
employment. 
Automobile 


decreased, 
total 


manufacturers 
in- 
stall labor-saving 
machines 
and 
assembly linos to reduce employ- 
ment at the factory — but 
total 


employment in the automotive in- 
dustry across the country is up, 
not down, because the increased 
number of cars 
requires 
more 


jobs in garages and filling stations 
^than wore lost in Detroit. 
" This has been almost uniformly 


true of thc machine age all over 
the world. 
Take my own business as 
an 


example: The linotype was 
in- 


vented to displace handselling of 
type. Manual printers either learn- 
ed to operate the 
linotype 
or 


gradually faded out of our trade — 
but total employment 
in 
news- 


paper and job printing shops 
in- 


creased. 
Then, in 1935, Tcletypesetter was 


invented to run the linotype key- 
•iboard with a perforated tape. Em- 


ployment did not decrease — it 
increased — for the gain in 
fhe 


number of lines set each day re- 
quired additional workers to han- 
dle proofs, correction, and make- 
up.Men who argue 
against 
thc 


machine overlook the fact 
that 


the linotype couldn't possibly cur- 
tail printing employment in Hope 
— because without the invention 
of the linotype it would require a 
dozen or more hand 
compositors 
^to produce a daily paper the size ot 
-'The Star. Hope couldn't support a 


dozen hand compositors at a liv- 
ing wage. So thc jobs 
that 
the 


linotype "eliminated" never exist- 
ed — but thc linotype did for 
a 


fact produce new jobs, those jobs 
which sprang up when 
a 
daily 


paper moved in where a weekly 
had been. 


And this is the story for 
most 


mechanical inventions. 


Truman Invites 
Bolters Back 
Info Party 


Washington, Aug. 25 —(/P)— Pres- 


ident Truman put out the welcome 
mat for southern party bolters to- 
day, but demanded that those who 
cross it get in step with the 1948 
Democratic platform. 


He delivered 
the 
invitation — 
strictly on his own terms — at a 
rousing dinner of the Democratic 
national committee a few 
hours 


after it had 
read 
five 
southern 
states' rights members from 
the 


high command. 


And, 
leaving the door open 
to 


non-Truman 
Democrats 
in con- 


gress to fall in line with the Tru- 
man program, 
the 
conmvlHea 
exempted them 
from 
the 
party 
purge. 


The firest of revolt, however,/al- 
ready were burning anew. States' 
righters announced they are open- 
ing 
Washington 
headquarters 


to spread the flames. The whole 
thing was sparked by southern dis- 
like for Mr. Truman's civil rights 
program. 


It was Truman the campaigner 


—swinging free stylo in the man- 
ner of his "give'cm hell" stumping 
of last year — who proclaimed his 
)arty of today "a national party, 
and not a 
sectional 
party 
any 
more." 


"The tail no longer 
wags 
the 
dog," he said. 


He went on to say that he won 


.n 1948 without New York, "with- 
out the industrial East and with- 
out the solid South" and that 
he 


was "prouder of that than any- 
thing that has ever happened 
to 
me." 


Then came the invitation: 
"And that doesn't mean that we 


are not inviting the industrial East 
and the solid South and. all 
the 
rest of the country to join the party 
of the people, and help the country 
go forward. That is exactly what 
we want, and that is exactly what 
we are going to accomplish in the 
next two years." 


At the same time, he praised the 
national 
committee, 
which ele- 


vated William M. (Bill) Boyle, Jr., 
former Kansas City police official, 
,o the chairmanship 
and 
purged 


the five southern states' 
righters 


from 
its rolls for deserting the 
Truman ticket last year. 


"I am overwhelmed at the way 


the situation has worked out," Mr. 
Truman said. "I don't think 
the 
Democratic party in the history of 
the nation has ever been in better 
condition to carry the battle 
to 
the foe."

in Maragon's 
trip to Italy — Col. S agrees that 
he is 1 D." 


It was signed JFS 8-28-45.

"1 D" persons "whose travel is au- 
thorized by the President."

General Motors for 113, two big 
slectrical manufacturing companies 
for more than 100, and shipping 
for 60 days.

For example: When f a r m e r s 
have; money, they can buy what

can buy what farmers raise.

when farmers were having a hard 
time. 


Money was 
scarce 
then 
and 
when farmers over-produced 
and 


their products flooded the market, 
the price they could get for their 
i crops went down. So did farmer's 
'income. 


Yet, farmers n e e d e d 
buying1 


power to buy what factories made. 
If they had money, factories could 
hire men to make what the farm- 
ers needed. This would spread em- 
ployment. 


Congress decided that if 
crops 
somehow could be controlled, an 
production kept down'to stay with- 
in demand, farmers might get bet- 
ter prices. And, if they didn't, the 
government would help. 


So in 1933 congress passed the 


agricultural adjustment act, the 
triple "A" program. 
It 
worked 


this way: 
The 
government 
set 
quotas by announcing how much 
of each crop should be .raised. 
Farmers who agreed to cut down 
their production and slay within 
the quotas got guarantees of help 
from 
the 
government, 
if they 
needed it. 


If the farmer couldn't get in the 


jopcn market what the government 
decided was a fair price, the gov- 
ernment would take over the farm- 
er's crop; either by buying it up 
from him or giving him 
a loan, 


which in many cases was really 
buying the crop anyway. 


The government did it this way: 
By guaranteeing a farmer 
that, 


no matter what happened, he'd get 
for his crop between 52 and 75 per 
cent parity. That needs explaining. 


In 1933 the government wanted 
the farmers' purchasing power to 
be fairly close lo what it was in 
some prosperous period. It picked 
the period 1909-14 as 
a 
compar- 
able, or base, period. 


This meant that in 1933 the gov- 
ernment wanted them to get 
for 


their crops enough money to 
en- 


able them to buy the same amount 
of factory goods and other things 
that they were able to buy with
